Regardless of the demonstrated necessity for 
greater diversity of agricultural crops in Geor- 
gia and despite the wisdom of the “live at 
home” program for all farmers of the state, 
cotton will remain among the leading money 
crops of the state for many years to come. 

This being so, it is essential, under modern 
production and market conditions, that the 
cotton grower practice the most efficient and 
profitable methods of cotton culture. With 
this end in view a pamphlet entitled “For Prof- 
itable Cotton Production in Georgia” is now 
being distributed through some half dozen of 
the leading agricultural agencies and organi- 
zations here. 

The modern Georgia farmer should first see 
that he raises, as nearly as possible, every- 
thing needed for the support of his family and 
his livestock, upon his own land. The less 
cash outlay he has to make for the necessities 
of life, the more independent and the better 
off he is. 

His next consideration should be such a ro- 
tation of crops on all his fields as will best 
conserve and upbuild the fertility of his soil. 
By seientific rotation of crops, with legumes 
yrown as frequently as needed, it is possible 
to revitalize and refertilize the soil through 
nature’s plan, with little, if any, resort to pur- 
chased fertilizers or soil foods.
